EXPERIMENTAL 
ENGLISH CLASS 


An experimental class for non- 
English speaking migrant chil- 
dren commenced last Septem- 
her at the Altona Primary 
School.

AN AUSTRALIAN TRAGEDY. 
Over a recent weekend a staggering 
total of 40 people were killed on Austra- 
lian roads, more than half of them in New 


South Wales. 


___ Commenting on this tragic death toll, Mr. Max 
Ritchie, Director for Australia of Combined Insurance 
Company of America, compared the carnage to major 
battle losses in a theatre of war. 


_ “If over the same period of 
time. such losses were suffered 
by our armed forces engaged in 


E Viet Nam, a major outery could 


be expected from all levels of 
the community,” Mr. Ritchie 


said, 

“For how long,’ he -asked, 

“will we continue to accept the 
fast-rising toll of deaths occa- 
sioned by road accidents?. Surely 
the time has come for the Aus- 
tralian people to demand the 
immediate tough-line legislative 
action which alone can control 
the situation.” 
_ The state of our roads and the 
increased power of the vehicles 
now using them: are among a 
multitude of reasons quoted 
more-or-less validly as contribu- 
ting factors to the road toll. 
None of them are the prime 
cause. The negligence of drivers 
remains the major cause of road 
accidents. 


__it is to-the careless, un-think- 
ing driver that the ‘tough-line’ 
igeislation must be directed, It 
is apparent that this small 
group, of irresponsible citizens 
must ‘be faced with the threat 
of on-the-spot arrests, disquali- 
fication from driving for life, and 
harsh goal sentences for second 
offenders,” Mr. Ritchie suggests. 

There shuld be given the earli- 
est urgent attention to the prob- 
jem at a legislative level. And 
following it there should be un- 
wavering adhereance in the im- 
Position of penalties. 

Such action could well bring

WASTE GRASS CAN 
KEEP STOCK ALIVE 


In- lanes, 4 and on 
yacant land throughout the met- 
ropilitan area, lush grass is go- 
ing to waste. 


It will have to be cleared soon. 
before it becomes a fire hazard. 
Yet throughout the State, cattle 
and sheep are starving’ in 
drought-parched paddocks. 

“This backyard grass, general- 
ly is not good stock food,” a 
Departmert of Agriculture offi- 
cial said this week. 

Lawn clippings are about rock- 
bottom. But they would keep 
stock alive, and would tide-over 
the small farmer — the man who 
can't afford a bad year. 

The Rotary Club of Altona 
plans to support a Rotary Dist- 
rict 280 project of turning over 
grass from open land to any 
farmers who have practical 
ways to use it. 

The district community service 
committee has adopted the pro- 
ject proposed by the Rotary 
Club of Coburg, which has con- 
tacted agricultural machinery 
manufacturers and aims to bor- 
row tractors, balers, rakes, etc. 

“If we can find grassy areas 
where the machines can be used 
we're in business,”” said Mr. 
David Starbuck, chairman of the 
elub’s community services com- 
mittee. We will probably supply 
baled grass to farmers through 
country Rotary clubs. We want 
to help the chap who could lose 
his farm through drought. 

“The big men in the Western 
District are all right. They 
spread their incomes over seven 
years, and if one year is bad 
they can still carry on. 

“We will need agriculturally 
minded operators, so we'll prob- 
ably ask the farmers to help us 
bale the stuff. 

“And we could combine bring- 
ing stock down here with send- 
ing the grass away.” 

Mr. Starbuck said his club 
hoped the idea would take on 
throughout the. metropolitan 
area, with other clubs joining 
Coburg. “‘If nothing comes of 
it. it won't be our fault.” 

Few metropolitan councils it 
seems, have considered what 
aid they can give to farmers.
